CARUTON'S CONDITION POWDERS 


evoning of Tuesday, tho 16th instant, W. 
F, Armstead, tho colored barber of tho Ob 
tawa Hotel, absconded, along with his wifo, 
under tho following ciroumstances. Having 
quietly broken up bis house on tho day in 
question, he, during tho ovening, contrived 
by sovera] artful dodges to rid himself of 
the company of cortain too confiding friends 
and others, and suddenly leaye Montreal on 
tho Western train, taking with him at least 
from $10,000 to $14,000 in oash, borrowod 
money, also about $700 in jowelry and 
watches. It having soon become known to 
some of the parties whom ho had the most 
deeply defrauded that he had decamped, he 
was traced and followed by them. They 
found that he had orossed the river at Pros- 
cott in a small row-boat, in order to put his 
pursuers off tho scent. He was, however, 
tracked as far as the Oustom-House at Og- 
densburg, where it was found that ho had 
cheoked his baggage for Burlington, Ver- 
mont, Qn arriving at Rouse's Poiut, he 
wont on to Plattsburg by a Lake Champlain 
boat, whilst his wifo went to Burlington by 
rail, carrying with her, as is supposed, the 
booty, One of his pursuers got on board of 
the boat along with him, and, as we have 
been given to understand, by means of cer- 
tain effects which he caused to be made over 
to him, indemnified himself from loss,— 
Armstead himself had then only $100 in 
greenbacks in his possession ; and, being in 
American waters, he could not be arreated 
for offences committed on Qanadian soil, 
therefore he was allowed tocscaps. Besides 
the above in cash and jewelry which he and 
his wife are reported to have carried off, we 
understand that they have taken or disposed 
of about $800 worth of newly ordered vloth- 
ing, which within a few days had been ob- 
tained from different tailoring establish- 
ments. They also got dry goods to about 
$1,000. There are likewise sundry other 
liabilities which he left unliquidated, and in 
which the loss may fall most cruelly on part- 
ies little able to bear it.—Montreal Wit- 
ness,
